W. B. Harrison, one of the members 
Who signed the petition, said to the 
Post-Dispatch: 

“The conditions have simply become 
wnbearable and we propose to demand 
that relief be given us. Grain shipment 
@ome times stand across the river, or 
even in the railroad yards here, for 
from a week to two months, before 
getting on the proper tracks to afford 
delivery. 

“Sometimes the wheat, 
is so badly heated by standing in the 
cars #0 long, that it loses nearly half 
fte value. We are tired of having to 
Gig wheat out of cars with spikes and 
picks, and the object of\ this meeting 
will be to tell the Terminal people that 
we won't stand ye and to take steps to- 
Ward creating better conditions.’ 

President Ballard, it is believed, will 
eall the meeting shortly.

MORE CHANGES WILL BE MADE 


Recent Reductions Leave Nine Open- 
ings for Appointment of. New 
Sergeants... 


The visit of Gov. Dockery to St. Louis on 
the day of the first meeting of the board 
of police commissioners since the re 1 of 
President Hawes is considered signiiicant 
by politicians. 

Gov. Dockery, with. 
face and his old-time wink, thas been in 
St. Louls since early Thursday evening, 
and it is said that he saw certain memoers 
of the board during the morning. 

Just what Mr. Hawes will do at the po- 
lice board meeting Friday afternoon is a 
question that has been worrying both his 
political friends and enemies. There are 
nine vacancies in the list of sergeants, 
caused by recent removals and reductions 
in rank, and it is expected that these yva- 
caicies will be filled. 

It is understood that Blong and Ballard 
Stand together, and will act as a unit in 
any contest. The feeling between Hawes 
and Blong is friendly as it once 
war, and what one of them desires is not 
always what the other is willing to give. 

Frye'’s position in the board is 2 matter 
of speculation If he aligns himself with 
Blong and Ballerd, the president will be 
a hopeless minority of one against three;

A chattering parrot sits upon the porch 
of 1221 Bayard avenue, whistling and call- 
ing in vein for ‘Prince,”’ a little shaggy 
dog who has forsaken his love for many 
vears. 

Polly and Prince have been chums since 
1898, and a month's absence of the tiny 
black truant, who heretofore has been a 
model of domestic virtues, has so worked- 
upon “Polly” that she is just grieving her- 
self to death. 

Both are pets of Mrs. W. L. Gordon. a 
kindly gray-hatred woman who graces the 
home of her married daughter at the above 
address. She offers a large reward for the 
dog's return. 

“That little dog isn’t worth 10 cents to 
anyone save mvyself. yet his absence has 
simply upset the household and is the talk 
of the neighborhood,’ said Mrs. ttordon 
Friday. ‘‘My friends have grown so used 
to seeing Polly and Prince pla¢ing on 
lawn together that it seems to them as 
though a landmark had been removed I 
Simply cannot sleep for worrying about 
that dog of mine. 

“Polly came as @ present from Galveston. 
Tex., five years agg She is an African 
grey of pedigree. Pr. Je was givep to me 
at the same time anc the twa have been 
constant companions. - Prince is just an or- 
dinary house dog, ten inches high, has 
black glossy hair, white patch on throat 
and tan forelegs.

NONE CAN AWAKEN 
SLUMBERING GlnL 


Hospital Patient Carries Papers 
Warning Finders Not to Bury 
Her Alive. 


All attempts to awaken Martha Muel- 
ler, a patient at the City Hospital from 
the sleep into which she had fallen 
when taken to the hospital Thursday 
noon, have proven futile. 

Physictans’ certificates 
found in her clothing say has been 
in similar trances frequently before, 
and that they are the result of a dog 
bite received when she was a little girl 
in Swedén. They describe how the girh 
will lie, like one dead, for more than a 
day at a time. 

Hospital physicians found the letters 
and papers in an envelope addressed 
“to whom it mey concern.” 

Thev believe she carried them to warn 
persons from burying her alive if her 
trance lasted unusually long. 

She is 26 years old and has been in 
St. Louls since May, when she came to 
America from Sweden. The first trance 
which her papers mention came upon 
her on the train at Sidney, N. Y., while 
she was on her way to St. Louis. 

She was removed to a hospital at Sid- 
ney and cared for almost a week before 
she recovered. Orfee before she has been 
in the S8t. Louis’ hospital but the at- 
tack wae not serious and she was un- 
conscious only a few hours. 

When she was taken to the hospital 
Thursday her heart was beating only 
& times.a minute, and she was apparent- 
ly lifeless. During the afternoon signs 


of life became more apparent, but all 
night and at noon Friday she was still 
sleeping soundly. 

The physicians diagnose her case as 
one of hysteria. They say it is one of 
the most remarkable they have ever 
had to treat.

When 
the boys got back to Puellmann’'s grand- 
home, where he lIived, they set 
up a target in the fields and practiced for a 
few minutes. 

The Orr boy had some difficulty with his 
gun and he broke the breech. In so doing 
he discharged the load. 

The Puellman boy was standing slightly 
behind him and to his left. The charge 
from the gun struck him full in the side.

Mich., Sept. 11.—Edwin Noyes 
in Saginaw. MHe arrived yesterday, a 
quiet, gentlemanly man, going about his 
business without attempt to force his per- 
sonality upon anyone. Yet, the name of 
EdwWin Noyes some thirty years ago was 
one of the most famous or infamous, a8 
you please, in the world. lt was a name 
‘that brought terror to the great financt2l 
centers of the world He helped swin- 
dle the Bank of England out of a million 
sterling—about $5,000,000 in our money. 

It fairly takes one’s breath away to talk 
to a man who has helped to get away with 
nearly $5,000,000. There is something mags- 
nificent in the figures that {t seems hardly 
possible than the man sitting next to /0" 
has at one time handled that amount of 
cold cash, having filched it from the Bank 
of England, and been in a fair way to 
retire as one of the millionaires 
century. And all this before he 
reached the thirtieth year of his life. 

Yet, such a man is at present stopping 
in Saginaw, making an honest living bY 
selling books, after having served some 
thing more than twenty years in an Ers- 
lish prison. He is none other than Edwin 
Noyes, formerly of Hartford, Conn.

Collegian, Who Went to Kansas in 
Response to Cry for Harvesters, 
Writes About His Trip for Post-Dis- 
patch Readers. 


WORK HARD, PAY LOW AND 
GETTING HOME DIFFICULT 


But. Despite His Misfortune, He 
Learned to Love the Great West 
and Its People Who, He says, Have 
Hearts.

First year medical class, Cornell Uni- 
versity, who went to Ness County, Kan. 
July 11, to work in the wheat fields. 

NEW YORK, Sept. 11.—At the beginning 
ef my summer vacation the Macedonian 
cry went up from Kangas. I lost no time 
in going to New York to join a party of 
college students whose plans were like my 
own, to go West and join the harvesters. 
State Commissioner of Labor Bealin told 
us he had chartered a special car for us 
at a cost of $27.85 each to leave the Grand 
Central Station at noon on July 11. 

Numbering 32, of whom eleven were col- 
lege men, the party set out We had 
visions of enormous wages, dreams of re- 
freshing breezes rustling through the 
ripened wheat, coupled with the rhythmic 
buzz of the machine, interrupted only by 
a@ whoop of some cowboy or the appear- 
ance of the house girl bringing refresh- 
ments. 

Before we got to Albany one fellow 
Monned a cowboy’s hat, opened his shirt 
front and tied a red handkerchief around 
his neck. We named him “Buffalo Bill." 
Another, a national guardsman, arrayed 
himself in full regimentals. 

Tho route lay through St. Louis by way 
of Indianapolis. Arriving at Kansas City 
Monday morning we changed cars for To- 
peka. The party reported to Commissioner 
Gerow of Kansas. After considerable for- 
mality we were directed to go to Ness C-ty, 
%% miles west, where we were aaJdly neced- 
ed. “They want 500. there now,” he said. 
“J will telegraph them."’ Several of our par- 
ty found themselves without means of 
paying the extra fare to Ness. A collec- 
tion taken up relieved them temporarily. 

Ness City, the county seat, is a town of 
300 or 400 population. We made our way 
to the hotel. Mr. Pemberton, the proprie- 
tor, started out to inform the farmers. 
Telephones to outlying districts were kept 
busy. That evening some farmers came 
in and took a.few of the boys. 


Wealthy Citizen 
Was Their Angel. 


It became known on Wé@dnesday 
gome of the party were destitute. Mr. 
Brown, a prominent citizen, invited the 
emire crowd to be his guests at a restau- 
rant three times daily until ‘hey cculd 
find work. The county clerk's daughter, 
with whom I had had a conversation in 
her father’s office, sent an invitation to 
supper to my chum, Rowe, and myself. 
Bhe telephoned in every direction to find 
us work. A boarding house keeper, a phy- 
gician and a woman merchant also invited 
us to be their guests. It was owing to the 
indefatigable efforts of the two former 
thet I finally secured employment. Mean- 
while Rowe and I had undertaken to un- 
load a car of lumber. One of the stranded 
was driving a butcher's wagon. 

Up to Thursday omy about twelve had 
been employed, although every effort had 
been made to find the men who “needed 
600." That night Mr. Rassicot, proprietor of 
a hotel in Ranson, telephoned that he would 
send for Rowe and myself next morning. 
He had that day taken out six of our party 
and placed them al!. That evening a farmer 
whose men had quit because of the heavy 
wheat and hot sun came in. I felt tn 
favor of Rassicot’'s proposition on the 
ground that I could not expect success 
where the experienced men had failed, 
Rowe decided to accept the farmer's offer 
I went on to Ransom, l4 miles. That was 
the last time I saw Rowe. 

At the time IT left Ness the party had 
scattered in every direction, All the college 
men had so far been employed. Two re- 
mained in Ness. Rowe and a Cornell soph., 
at $1.50, pitching hay. 

While I was walking the station pilat- 
Yorm that evening a muscular-looking gir! 
@fove up and challenged me to work. I 
accepted without parley and we drove oft. 
’ Arriving on the farm, I found my em- 
ployer to be a quiet, honorable, hard-work- 
ing and shrewd business man with slight 
Puritanical tendencies and Populistic ideas 
The family consisted of a brisk little wife. 
four children and a’ cook. Mrs. Dougias, 
my employer's wife, fixed up a cot for me 
in the “mud house” in preference to the 
horse barn, where the other hands slept. 


Work? Oh, Yes, 
Plenty of It!

PRISON SCANDAL 
IN PENNSYLVANIA 


Irregularities in the Cigar Depart- 
ment Are Discovered by Inter- 
nal Revenue Officials. 


PHILADELPHIA, Sept. 11.—Alleged ir- 
regularities have been discovered in the 
cigar department of the state penitentiary 
in this oity, and, acting upon the sug- 
gestion of Inspectors Robinson and Hart, 
United States internal revenue officials 
are ee ating the business methods ot 
the institution. 

Warden Daniel W. 


Bussinger has been 
granted in indefinite vacation and Over- 
seer Robert Armstrong, in charge of the 
cigar manufacturing department. has been 
suspended. 

The institution has been placed tempo- 
rarily in charge of Rev. Joseph Welsh, 
the chaplain. 

The investigation covers the period 
from the first of the year to the first 
of the present mth and the internal 
revenue officials have closed the cigar 
department and have impounded all of 
the raw and manufactured material. 

While the discovery of the shortages 
in the cigar factory are acknowledged, 
the full extent of these will not be 
known until the experts shall have com- 
pleted their investigation. 

It is, however, stated by United States 
officials that so far, at least 50,000 cl- 
gars are unaccoounted for and _ these, 
at the minimum price of $10 per thou- 
sand. indicate losses to the state ex- 
chequer of not less than $5,000. 

Inspector Robinson says each depart- 
ment is to be nnvestigated. 

‘We have not found anything that 
mitigates against the personal integrity 
and ability of the warden, but we have 
found abundant evidence that the old 
methods so long in vogue are faulty 
and antiquated, said the inspector. _

There 
I met four of the college men, all de- 
termined not to send home for aid. Two 
others of the party were about to zo to 
Colorado to try cow punching. 

One of the college men had earned $20, 
the highest amount received, and the oth- 
ers varying smaller amounts. Two had 
worked on the railroad as section. hands, 

$1.40 a day and had paid S$ a week 
board. 

Our determination was to get to Kansas 
City and St. Louls and there find work. but 
we could not pay the regular fare. and re- 
solved to travel in ‘“‘side-door Pullmans,”’ 
or as the tramps do. After careful tIn- 
struction in the art by past masters of the! 
Arcient and Disreputable Order of Hoboes' 
we were pronounced competent and began 
the journey with confidence. As the train 
slowed down our eyes caught an open side 
door, and into it we all scrambled. 


Slept in the 
Fields for “Comfort.”’ 


One ear was sidetracked at Hoisington, 


the end of the division. We agreed to seek 
work in the town until another opportu- 
nity should offer. Two got a job at drilling | 
a well, another at. hoeing potatoes, the 
fourth didn’t succeed the first day. I fixed | 
a burley crib, a barn and built a gate. For | 
this my employer paid me 50 cents for half 
a day’s work. Warm weather made hotels 
uncomfortable and we slept in the fields. |

On Aug. 29 1 was aboard the cars speed- 
ing toward Buffalo.

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BERLINER TALKS OF 
HIS NEW AEROPLANE

Declares He Thinks Machine, Modeled 
After Bird, Has Solved Air- 
ship Problem. 


TAIL AN IMPORTANT FEATURE 


Inventor Hopes to Have Craft Ready 
for Exhibit at the World’s 
Fair Next Year.

WILKESBARRE, <-Pa., 
Berliner, inventor of the 
mitter and the gramophone, 
brought his name prominently before the 
public in the last twenty-five vears, be- 
lieves he has solved the problem of aerial 
navigation. He expects to have at the 
Exposition in St. Louis an airship that 
will carry persons with as great ease a8 
birds carry themselves through the air and 
Which will surpass in every particular 
the Santos-Dumont airship and the aero- 
plane of Professor 8 muel P. cangley. 

Mr. Berliner, who is spending the sum- 
mer at Harvey's Lake, near here, Will 
end his vacation this week and return to 
Washington, where he will actively take 
up the experiments conducted by his son, 
Kdgar, this summer, and which he says 
have proved gratifyingly successful. 

“For the last eighteen years,’’ said Mr. 
Berliner, “I have studied the flight of 
birds, being convinced twenty years ago 
that the only successful aerial navigation 
must be on the same plan as that which 
enables birds to fly. I constructed a 
model then, but it was not successful. ! 
have been working on my plans ever 
since and now sincerely believe that I am 
on the high road to success. 

The flying of birds has been generally 
misunderstood. Inventors have tried to 
imitate the wings of birds in making fly- 
ing ra@achines and have overlooked the im- 
portance of the tail. Now in my aeroplane 
the tail is the important part. The body 
will be the sustaining portion. The tall 
will furnish the elevating and descending 
sower. The motive power may be pro- 
uced in three ways—by a fan propeller, 
a compressed as propeller or an explo- 
sive gas prupeller on the same principle as 
agas engine. 


34-Pound Model 
for Experiments.

. Parishioners Have Prepared Royal 
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WEARY OF LIVING 
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Miss Isabel Clark Asphyxiated Herself 
Because of Suffering From 
Nervous Affliction. 


HAD NEARLY MILLION DOLLARS 


But Fortune and High Social Position 
Were No Balm to the Pain of 
Incurable Disease. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

SAN FRANCISCO, Sept. 11.—Suffering for 
years from nervous troubles, for which she 
imagined there was no cure, Miss Isabel 
Clark, a member of the well-known Clark 
family of San Jose. and having nearly a 
million dollars in her own right, committed 
suicide under startling circumstances at Dr. 
McNutt’s Hospital on Sutter street, near 
Van Ness avenue, by inhaling gas early 
this morning. 

When found at 7:30 o'clock Miss Clark 
lay dead and fully attired upon a lounge. 

Near her on a settee rested a small gas 
stove upon which she was accustomed to 
heat water. and from this the gas escaped 
in a steady stream. 

"vThe body was found by Miss Margaret 
Whitelaw, her maid, who at once notified 
Dr. McNutt who notified the coroner. Af- 
ter an Investigation Deputy Coroner Me- 
Cormick consented to allow the body to 
lie at the hospital to await the arrival of 
relatives from San Jose. 

Miss Clark wrote her will and a note be- 
fore turning on the gas, but the contents 
were not made public by Dr. McNutt. He 
declined even to ailow the coroner to see 
the document, saying it concerned the fam- 
fly of the deceased alone. He did say, 
however, that in it Miss Clark disposed 
of property and funds amounting to a 
vast sum, and that she explicitily com- 
maided that her body be incinerated. 

“It is known that she bequeathed all of 
her property to a sister,. Mrs. Grace 
Strohne of Chicago. 

The note was lying on a table fn the room 
adjoining that In which the body was 
found. 

Miss Clark was a well-known figure in #0- 
clety here, as well as in San Jose, where 
she was born 32 years ago. 


She tnherited an immense fortune several 
years ago, but a nervous affliction, which

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AMONG HAWAIIANS 


Sorcerers, Who Call Themselves Chris- 
tian Scientists, Beat Patients 
With Bible as Cure. 


HONOLULU, Sept. 11.—Christian Science 
is the new cult of the Hawallian kahuna. 
So. at least, says the only kahuna now in 
captivity, who charges also that Rev. J. 
Kekipi, the head of the native branch of 


the Christian Science Church, 1s the head 
There are 


kahuna or sorcerer of them all. 
2°00 members of this church and every ons 
of them is said to be a kahuna and to have 
the power to cure by prayer. 

There is also a Christian Science church 
here among the whites and they do not 
recognize the native branch. The natives 
originally belonged to the white organiza- 
tion, but finally branched out for them- 
selves, So widespread has become the prac- 
tice among the natives of attempting to 
cure by prayer that methods are being 
discussed to put a stop to it. It is said 
here that the natives take the Bible tuo 
literally; they do not urf€erstand its mys- 
teries and consequently their bellers are 
leading them to refuse medical assis@®&nce 
and depend entirely upon prayer. 

This ts a comparatively new craze among 
the natives, for the old kahunas had meth- 
ods entirely their own, and, taough they 
claimed to be able to play a person to 
death they never used the Same means in 
their cure and incantations. There were 
compfiratively few of these kahunas, while 
the new religion teaches that any one can 
become a kahuna who takes the trouble 
to join the church and learn how to pray. 
Then again the kahunas were very 
secretive in their methods, while the new 
witch doctors are perfectly willing to tell 
all they know.

perfectly willing to tell just how he per- 
fected his cure. Though there have been 
many arrests made for violation of the 
kahuna laws, Makaio is the first man who 
actually was brought to serving a term 
in prison for his crime. And he was not 
convicted under the kahuna laws, but for 
manslaughter in the third degree. 

Hie is the witch doctor who sought to 
bring a man back to good health by beat- 
ing him over the head with a heavy edi- 
tion of theBible. Moses Hoakimoa, an old 
native residing in Puna, on the ‘sland of 
Hawail, was taken suddenly ill and the 
government physician was called in. His 
medicines aid not appear to have the de- 
sired effect and the man’s wife then called 
in the kahuna, Makaio, who prescribed 
liberal doses of prayer. 

This had no effect and then, according 
to the man’s whdow, he ordered her to 
beat the patient over the head with the 
Bible. The man died, the kahuna was ar- 
rested and found guilty of manslaughter 
9y a jury. which recommended = mercy. 
Judge Little sentenced the man to-prison 
for a term of two vears and told him that 
he might ist’ as well practice 
with a shotgun as with a Bible. 
oner told the judge 
him as to that 

This kahuna ts not at all like those 
tured in the popular belief. In the 
lace, he is neither old nor grizzied. 
is only 24 years * age and says he has 
been in the kahuna business for six years, 
or since he was 18. The man looks to have 
the ordinary native intelligence, though 
his eyes are bloodshot. He does not look 
insane.
